Upon this record, Mr. Singer, 
chairman of the County Council and 
long a strong proponent of the police 
plan, reluctantly voted against con- 
firmation of Mr. Kienstra, stating:

Take a Second Look 


The Missouri Senate could hardly consider a 
more unpopular idea for financing the proposed 
$75,000,000 bond issue than a higher sales tax. 

Certainly a large bond issue is required to 
make up for the state’s long neglect of prisons, 
hospitals and higher education. But the public 
is going to wonder, in connection with a higher 
sales tax, whether the punishment fits the crime. 

The first objection to the sales tax is and al- 


Ways has been that it ignores ability to pay. 


Gov. Donnelly eonceded this two years ago 
when he sought to exempt food from the sales 
levy. The proposal died in the Senate. 

Recognizing that any tax increase will be un- 
popular, some Senators now talk of eliminating 
the state income tax. This would prove ac- 
ceptable to everyone, no doubt, but not as a sop 
for increasing the sales tax. Increasing the 
latter while erasing the former would simply 
transfer a larger burden of the cost of state 
government to those less able to pay. 

Senator William Quinn of Maywood made 
that point emphatically. He stated that he would 
oppose any rise in the sales tax, and that the 
bond issue should be financed through property 
taxes, These now play second fiddle to other 
forms of state taxation. 

Aside from the question of fairness there 18 
a serious doubt as to whether a sales tax in- 
crease is needed. Increasing the present levy 
from 2 per cent to 3 per cent would, Senators 
estimate, bring in $45,000,000 additional revenue 
a year. Judging from past experience, that is 
far more than the state will need to retire a bond 
issue. 

Two previous bond issues called for bond re- 
tirement in 20 years, with interest rates varying 
from 2 to 4% per cent. If the state now issues 
$75,000,000 in bonds for 20 years at, say, 3 per 
cent, the annual payments on principal and in- 
terest would amount to something like $5,100,000. 
In 20 years Missouri would pay out perhaps 
$102,000,000 to retire the bonds. 

A sales tax increase which brought in $45,- 
000,000 a year could retire such a bond issue in 
three short years. Obviously that is not what the 
sales tax proponents intend to, do. But what do 
they intend to do? How would they spend so 
much more money? 

To put first things first, the legislators ought 
to estimate exactly how much of a tax increase 
is required—if any—before they decide on the 
kind of tax increase. 

A $75,000,000 bond issue is not large for a 
state of Missouri’s resources, It is no larger than 
the road bond issue of 1928, and since then state 
revenues have increased vastly. 

In fact, revenue has risen on an average of 
$9,000,000 a year for 15 years. Such an increase 
would be more than enough to finance a bond 
issue, if the trend continued. Since it may not 
continue, the legislators will want to consider 
some form of higher tax. At least they are 
going to have to make a reasonable estimate of 
what the future will bring. 

Before the legislators can expect the people 
to vote for a big bond issue, they will have to 
justify the need for a tax increase to finance 
it, and also the kind of tax increase. That has 
yet to be done.

After all, a school’s edu- 
cational function need not be confined to its 
students. Indeed there is cause for a question or 
two if it does not to some extent serve a wider 
community.

All Americans will feel disappointment at be —e= 
absence of immediate action looking toward re- 
, lease of the imprisoned flyers, he says, but we 
cannot afford to give way to temptations to de- 
mand reprisal or retaliation.

This moderate and sensible reaction certainly ~ 


meets Mr. Hammarskjold’s request for “restraint 


on all sides.” We hope similar restraint will be 


shown by Adm. Radford, Senator Knowland, and 
others who have been talking loosely about a 
China blockade if the U.N. effort failed. 

It is too early, in any case, to say that the 
U.N. effort has failed. Did anybody really expect 
that Mr. Hammarskjold would bring the 11 flyers 
home with him? Surely the highest importance 
must be attached to the Secretary General's 
statement that “the door has been opened and 
can be kept open, given restraint on all sides,” 
and to the conviction he apparently gained at 
Peiping that “there has been a change in the 
world situation” which may permit the lessening 
of some tensions. 

These results of the mission, while they fall 
far short of sensational, were evidently impres- 
sive enough to persuade Ambassador Lodge that 
“progress has been made and that our flyers will 
be free.” Apparently one basic step has been 
taken, a channe? of communication has been 
opened. Great care should now be exercised to 
avoid acts or words which could prevent the 
next steps from following.

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Fair Warning Against August 

Gov. Stratton had some excellent recommenda- 
tions to make to the Illinois Legislature, but one 
that will bear careful reflection is his proposal 
to change the Illinois primary date. The Gov- 
ernor’s idea is to move the Illinois nominating 
date from early in April to a time nearer the 
November election. é 

As the primary calendar now stands, Illinois 
is one of the very first states to go to the polls. 
A case could be made perhaps for changing to 
a primary in May or early June, if Illinois no 
longer cares for the distinction of being the po- 
litical lead-off batter. But, if a neighbor may 
make a suggestion, it would be a mistake to 
change the date to August or early September. 

On an August primary date, Missourians may 
speak with unimpeachable authority. We have 
an August primary. It is probably the worst 
possible month in the year for the selection of 
nominees, It favors the political bosses. It puts 
the vacationing citizen at an inconvenience if 
not a disadvantage. It requires the candidates to 
subject themselves to the perils of campaigning 
at the hottest time of year when interest in 
public affairs is at lowest ebb. 

In fact, what Missouri ought to do—and will 
do either this year or some other year—is to 
change its primary date to June or May or 
April in order to increase voter interest and par- 
ticipation. If Illinois legislators will check with 
experience in Missouri they will be mighty slow 
to change the early primary date with which 
their state has been blessed all these many 
years!

ya Garbouséva appeared as 
Soloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra yesterday aft- 
ernoon in Kiel Auditorium, 
after an interval of several 
years, playing Vittorio Rieti’s 

Concerto for Cello and an ar- 
rangement of a suite by Francois 
Couperin. Harry Farbman con- 
ducted in Vladimir Golschmann's 
absence. 

Mme. Garbousova’s cultivated 
musicianship was abundantly in 
evidence throughout both works 
and it may be assumed that she 
extracted from the Rieti con- 
certo whatever values it had to 
offer. These were not impres- 
sive. The score showed consid- 
erable deftness in combining the 
orchestral texture with the solo 
part and in opposing the weight

other. It also had a fairly 
stimulating rhythmic life involv- 
ing effective changes of tempo. 
Skill in craftsmanship, however, 
could not hide the absense of

The chief attraction on the 
program, however, was the Bar- 
tok Concerto for Orchestra, a 
work that satisfies one of the 
principal tests of greatness by 
disclosing additional qualities of 
power, beauty, and subtle inven- 
tion at each hearing. After a 
first encounter one. might get 
the impression of a content so 
rich in ideas of a thematic, har- 
monic, rhythmic and coloristic 
nature that it would always be 
a tour de force of virtuoso writ- 
ing. On close examjnation, how- 
ever, the organizing skill be- 
comes apparent; and the direc- 
tion and purpose of each sec- 
on gives it an added expres- 
siveness.

COLD PREDICTED 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP) 
—The Weather Bureau said to- 
day the cold snap of the last few 
days looks like only the begin- 
ning of a protracted period of 
colder than normal weather for 
most of the country. 

„It gave this report of pros- 
pects until mid-February: 

“The 30-day outlook for the 
period from mid-January to mid- 
February calls for temperatures 
to average below seasonal nor- 
mals over most of the nation 
except for near normal along 
the northern and southern bor - 
ders. Thus the cold snap of the 
past few days appears to mark 
the beginning of a more wintry 
regime over the eastern two- 
thirds of the nation. 
“Precipitation is expected to 
exceed normal over the south- 
ern border states and along the 
Atlantic seaboard with more 
snow than normal north of Hat- 
teras. Below normal amounts 
are expected over the plains, 
the Midwest, and Pacific North- 
west.

Forty-two Senators called yes- 
terday for stiffer narcotics laws, 
including life imprisonment or 
the death penalty for second- 
offenders who supply drugs to 
teen-agers.

In that case a 
life sentence would be manda- 
tory.
